Seattle, Feb. 17.— Through an amend- 
ed order-in-council, which arrived at 
■Dawson from Ottawa today, men have 
•been 'called in from every camp, -within 
li-eneh, to consider the situation'. The or- 
jler gives far greater advantages to t he 
•Trcadgohl Water & Mining concession 
than was ever before contained in any 
one document affecting? the development 
pf tin' Yukon. 

It gives A. X. ('. Treudgoid, Sir 
Thomas Tnucred and the other members 
of the syndicate title in I'ee to all 
lapsed or vacant placer claims on 'Hun- 
ker, Hear ami Bonanza creeks, and all 
their tributaries. As is well known, 
Eldorado creek, the richest in the world, 
,is a tributary of Bonanza, and is there- 
fore included. So sweeping is the con- 
icession that all bunch claims vacant or 
to 'become vacant, are included. This 
will give away all the vacant ground in 
a portion of the country known to lie 
tfeb, anil of the paying creeks only Do- 
iminion, Gold Run and Sulphur, of the 
Flowing Indian river, will remain open 
to prospecting. Naturally' with the in- 



security of future action as to Indian 
river, prospectors will shut: that also. 

Consternation followed the announce- 
ment of the sweeping order, and n mass 
meeting was called to take action.

Unless nction is taken at Ottawa im- 
mediately, six; weeks will see a desert- 
ed camp and not a prospector in this 
portion of the country. 
1 The miners will make no further at- 
tempts in the '.Northwest Territory, as 
they say that it is unprofitable to work 
and develop a country where they may 
lose all rights whenever they find any- 
thing of importance.

STILL ANOTHER 

SHINGLE MILL 



From Our Own Correspondent. 
Yancouver, Feb. 17.— "As a direct re? 
lilt: of the mandate of the provincial 
government, that cedar logs shall not be 
hipped to 1'uget 'Sound, we are instilli- 
ng a plant in the old Base sawmills, 
Hastings, which, when running, will cut 
more shingles per day than any other 
mill on the Canadian Pacific Coast." 

.T. (!. ■Hutchinson, president <>!' tha 
Canada 'Shingle Mill company, made this 
tatetnont to the Colonist correspondent 
tonight. This makes the third big mill 
being erected here as an outcome of the 
provincial government's law. The Can- 
ada Shingle Mill company had been run- 
ning a small concern at Hastings, and 
after the law went into force on the 1st 
of January, decided to try fbr a lit- 
tle United States business. As a result 
they were overwhelmed with orders. Af- 
ter accepting us many as would keep 
them running for a long time on United 
States orders alone, they were compelled 
to turn a deaf ear to demands for shin- 
gles from the United Slates. It was 
then they decided to take advantage of 
the provincial law and install the big 
plant, and $35,000 has already been 
spent in that direction. Work is being 
hurried, and in the near future they 
will, according to \Mr. Hutchinson, ac- 
tually turn out 1100,000 shingles every 
day of 24 hours. The old Base mill is 
'being entirely remodeled. An electric 
'plant is being installed. The kiln eapa-

"city is being doubled up. The old mill 
machinery has been taken out anil 12 
.improved Dunbar machines, each with a

The feature that will be most accept- 
able to loggers in connection with the 
new mill will be the fact that machinery 
for the purpose or handling rough cedar 
is to ho installed. Slabs and cedar pan- 
elling will be manufactured. The whole 
log will be purchased from the logger, 
ns is the custom in the United States, 
and it is. likely when the Canada com- 
pany has taken the lead in this direction 
the rest of the mill men must perforce 
■follow. 

Rumors' are also rife this evening that 
all the larger shingle mills are to in- 
crease their capacity on account of the 
■protection the British Columbia legis- 
lature lias given them in preserving 
British Columbia's cedar limits for Brit- 
ish Columbia, thus enabling them to sell 
in the markets of the United States as 
well' ns in Canada.

Leung Chl-Tsu Will Visit British 
Columbia in the 
Spring. 

Looked Upon As One of the 
Greatest Living China- 
men. 



Elaborate Preparations Being 
[Vlade By Countrymen to 
Welcome Him.

Vancouver, B. C, Feb. 17. — Leung 
Clii-'llsu, China's great exile. poet, 
philosopher and reformer, will visit 
British Columbia. His mission is in 
the cause of reform, lie will deliver 
11 series of orations on 'China's destiny, 
intended to Inspire the reformers of Brit- 
ish North America with patriotism, and 
resolution to stand fast to their prin- 
ciples and help on the cause to the limit, 
of their ability, morally and financially. 

'Leung Chi-Tsu has been earnestly in- 
vited to return to Ohin'ili by the Dow- 
ager Empress, but prefers to remain in 
Japan. He is claimed to be the leading ■ 
Chinese author and poet Of the age, 
by Chinese reformers in Vancouver, but 
cannot speak a word of English. 

■When the Emperor of China determin- 
ed to favor reformation of his Empire), 
and general^ introduction of Occidental 
civilization, he organized in Pekill am 
advisory council, or cabinet, and called 
to a prominent position therein the bril- 
liant young Letting Chi-Tsu. In the coupj 
whereby the Empress .Dowager virtually 
dethroned the Emperor, six Of the Re- 
formers lost their heads. Leung Ohi- 
Tstt, through ordered to be captured,' . 
managed to escape to 0. Japanese war ' 
ship hi the harbor at Tien-Tsui, through 
the skill and courage of the fnanoilS 
'Marquis Ito of Japan, and finally made 
his way to Japan. Should tile Emperor 
eventually triumph, this young man will 
be one of the most powerful figures in 
Asia. It will be remembered that he 
issued an apin-.-.l to the iworld On behalf 
of liis native land in 1000, which was- 
at his request sent broadcast, through 
the channels of the press. The Chinese 
Empire association, who have their an- 
nual convention in Victoria in a few 
days, will drad't a suitable message to- 
their famous young countrycan, wel- 
coming him to the new world. This mes- 
sage will reach him by cable before he 
istarts on his . journey. Chiuamen 
throughout British Columbia are look- 
ing fonward with great interest to the 
coming of Leung, whom they regard' 
as the greatest of living Chinamen now 
that Li Hung Chang has passed away. 
Me will be received with almost royal 
honors. The exact date of his arrival 
is not known, but the Chinese Reform 
association have been assured that the 
trip has been decided upon, and that he 
'will likely reach Vancouver in the very 
early spring. Leung will tour the Ameri- 
can continent.

Party of Infantry Fall Into Boer Trap- 
Major Dowell Killed. 

Pretoria, Feb. 16.— One hundred and 
fifty mounted, infantrymen, while patrol- 
ing the Klip river, south of Johannes- 
burp, on February 12, surrounded a 
farm house where they suspected Boers 
were in hiding. A single Boer climbed 
a !:»pji». the British following. Im- 
mediately a heavy firn was opened from 
the Boers oil three sides. The British 
found themselves in a trap and in a posi- 
tion where they were unable to make 
defence. 'Eight of the British officers 
made a gallant effort, and defended the 
right with carbines and revolvers until 
they were overpowered, 

London. Feb. 16.— According to a 
special despatch from Pretoria, the 
mounted infantry who were trapped at 
Klip river were all fresh from home and 
unused to Boer tactics. The bulk of the' 
casualties occurred during the retreat of 
the British. The killed included 'Major 
Dowel!, the commander of the fore.'. 

'Lord Kitchener, in addition. to report- 
ing the Klin river affair, says: "A party 
from tho South African Constabulary 
line oil the Wattrval river, encountered 
on February 10 a superior force of the 
oueiny near Vantoudoishek, and was 
driven back with loss."

DANISH WEST INDIES. 

States Senate Adopts Treaty to 
Purchase the Islands. 

Washington, Feb. 17.— Today, in a lit- 
tle more than an hour's time, the Sen- 
ate in executive session disposed of the 
treaty with Denmark, ceding to the 
■United States, for a consideration of 
.Vo.ODO.OrM), the islands of St. Thomas, 
St. John and St. Croix, composing the 
group of the Antilles known as the 
Danish West Indies, and lying just off 
of Porto Pico, and thus, so far as this 
.country is concerned, consummated a 
transaction which has been under con- 
sideration intermittently since the ad- 
ministration of President Lincoln. 
• Senator Cilllom, as chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, made a 
speech, explaining the advantages of the 
acquisition of the islands, and Senators 
■Bacon and McLaurin ('Mississippi) made 
brief remarks, saying that, while thev 
could not endorse all the provisions of 
the agreement, they would place no 
obstacles in the way of ratification. 
Senator Bacon moved to amend the 
treaty by striking out the second para- 
graph of article .", of the treaty, reading 
as follows: -The civil rights and the 
political status of the inhabitants or the 
islands shall be determined by con- 
gress, subject to the stipul at ions con- 
nected in the present convention." 

The amendment was rejected without 
division. 

Senator Cullom explained all the pro- 
visions of the treaty, and gave a de- 
tailed account of the resources of the 
islands and of the trade value to the 
United Slates. He said the provision 
affecting the civil rights of the inhabit- 
ants was similar to the provision on the 
same subject in the Spanish tieatv con- 
cerning Porto Itico. , 

Senator Cullom said in taking the isl- 
ands the United States would assume 
no burden of debt, as by the terms of 
agreement the claims held by Denmark 
.against (be island treasury' would lie 
cancelled. He said the total of the 
claims were S2.000.000. He also said 
that fin the Danish fr anchise it would be 
•necessary to pay a .subsidy or $4,000 
per year for three nr four years, and 
that in this case, and the St. Thomas 
Floating Dock company, there was ' an 
.agreement to protect the charters for the 
•time granted by Denmark. Tie also 
gave a detailed history of the St. Croix 
.Sugar company, explaining that the gov- 
ernment of Denmark bad assumed its 
debts, amounting to about $400,000. for 
that concern, but bad agreed to wind 
up the affairs of the company as soon 
as possible. Senator Cullom explained 
that under the terms of the treaty the 
United States would take possession of 
the islands as soon as ratification could 
l.e exchanged; The harbor at St. 
Thomas was described as one of the 
•finest in the world, from a strategic 
noint of view. Senator Cullomls mo- 
tion to ratify the treaty passed.

New Yon;. Feb. 17.— The eastern part 
of this state from here to the Cana- 
dian bonier, was swept by a blizzard 
such us bait not been experienced for 14 
years. Up to midnight reports were re- 
ceived showing that 10 counties had 
received in full force the effects of the 
gale and the accompanying fall of suow. 

New York City has borne the brunt 
of the fiercest snowstorm that has struck 
this section of the country since the 
great blizzard of 1SSS. Beginning soon 
after midnight, the storm increased 
rapidly in intensity. The rising force 
of the gale piled up the snow in great 
drifts. Suburban traffic and communi- 
cation between SlailhattiUl and Brook- 
lyn was subject to long delays and ship- 
ping generally was almost at a stand- 
still. A number of steamers are sup- 
|rt>sed to he off Sandy Hook waning for 
the storm -to abate before a! templing 
lo enter the port. Tonight the local 
weather bureau reports that the worst 
of the snowfall, which began to abate 
in the afternoon, is probably over. The 
fall lip to I! o'clock this afternoon was 
3-10 inches. 

Tho congestion of traffic on the Man- 
hattan street car line was .severe during 
the morning. Many of the avenues 
were blocked witli long lines of cars. 

On Broadway wheel traffic was confined 
to the narrow lanes between high SHOW 
hills and along these cabs, trucks and 
cars crawled at a slow pace. 

In the shopping district the blockade 
was so complete that several of the de- 
partment stores decided to close their 
doors at 4 o'clock. Four thousand men 
were set to work to clear the streets of 
iMan'hattan early in the afternoon.

N. V., Feb. 17.— The re- 
ports received here tonight show that 
at least the eastern portion of Northern 
Now York is again swept by a blizzard, 
the third large one since January 1. 
About six inches of snow has fallen 
here, and a strong wind is drifting it 
badly on the roads and railways. The 
strength of the storm now raging indi- 
cates that nil the railroads in this vicin- 
ity except the main line of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson, will have difficulty yi 
moving trains tomorrow. 

SS'ew iHavea, Conn., Feb. 17.— Eight 
inches of snow had fallen in this city 
up to (i o'clock this evening, according 
to tbe measurement of the weather ob- 
server. It is the heaviest snow fall of 
Hie winter, and piled into drifts by a 
wind of a velocity of 30 miles an hour, 
has greatly delayed traffic dll over the 
state.

Sunday's date, says the crew and mas- 
ter, (Frederick J. Toole, of the British 
bark Sav-ariioke, which was wrecked 
the Society islands last November, 
rived here today from Tahiti on the 
steamer Zei'.landin, after an unusual ex- 
perience, The Savaraoke, bound from 
this i>f>rt to the eh a unci for orders, went 
ashore November 14 on the Isle of Clem- 
ent Tohnere of the Pomotu group of.'^he 
ISoeiety islands.- Capt. Toole and the 
crow, 18 in number, remained by the 
wreck a month, in the hope of sighting 
some passing vessel. December 17 
Capt. Toole and two of the crew started 
in a small boat for Manghi Jtevu, 300 
miles away, 'for assistance. There was 
no belli at -Manga Keva, and Onpt. Toole 
determined to start for iRapcete; 1.110O 
miles awry, but the French commandant 
refused fcb let lrini go to sea in the small 
boat. On .January 10 a trading schooner 
put in at Manga Iteva and offered to 
take the crew of the S.ivarnoke to Pa- 
ete for 1.200 French dollars. 
While they were negotiating over 
terms the gunboat Zelee came into the 
harbor with the crew of the Sttvariioke. 
After 'Capt. Toole left the wreck it ap- 
peal's that the crow waited for bis re- 
turn until January 2. on which date the 
mate ami three of the crew left the is- 
land for Papeete. They were picked up 
by the schooner Maurice 200 miles from 
'P:\poeto and taken to their destination, 
where the Zelee wan found. The Zeleo 
returned for the crew, and then' went 
to i.Manga Keva for (.'apt. Toole. The 
reunited crew was then taken to Pa- 
peete, arriving there January 21.

SALVAGE SRTTL-ED. 

Washlennw and Tioneer Awarded 
Claims for Services to the 
C. D. Lane. 

The salvage cinims made against the 
steamer C. I). Lane by the steamer 
Washtenaw and tug Pioneer for towing 
her from a dangerous position near Cape 
Flattery during a stonn of December, 
1000, were settled at Seattle on Satur- 
day. The Washtenaw found the Cha«. 
Di Lane (which went ashore on Xunivak 
island last summer) in a waterlogged 
condition, about two miles from shore 
and in imminent danger. . The collier 
gave her a line and made an attempt to 
tow her, but the line broke. The C. D. 
Jja,ne was obliged to anchor and the 
.Washtenaw returned to the Sound and 
Kent- the tug Pioneer to the rescue. 
Judge Hanford, in giving judgment in 
the case, severely condemned the carry- 
ing of insecure towing lines. The judge 
found that the Washtenaw did not ren- 
der salvage service, but wn,s to bo re- 
warded as a messenger; that the Pio- 
neer gave meritorious service and earn- 
ed reasonable salvage, and the Wander- 
er, which also went to the rescue, al- 
though not exposed to Tisk — as she did' 
not go outside the Straits — was also en- 
titled to a reasonable allowance. The 
awards were as follows: "To the Sag- 
inaw Steel Steamship company, $1,000; 
and to the captain of the Washtenaw, 
$100; and to each of the other members 
of the crew, $10;. to the Puget Sound 
Tug Boat company. $2,500; to the cap- 
lain of the Pioneer, $300; to the mate 
and chief engineer. $200 each; and to, 
each of the crew $50."

\n incident: in connection with the 
last trip of the big collier M-ntte'awnn 
not heretofore made public, occurred at 
the Flattery light station as the big 
steamer was passing out of the Straits 
for the last time, says the Seattle Times. 
There are several steamers which pass 
there regularly, upon which the men 
look ns friends from the fact that they 
salute tho station with three whistles 
upon passing. The station men respond 
by raising the Hag and flipping it three 
times. 

Tho .Matteawan had never failed to 
salute with three blasts of her siren, 
and 011 December 3, while tho wind was 
blowing a tierce gale, she made her usual 
salute and the men remarked that it 
was strange she would put out in such 
a storm while so heavily loaded. 

Two of the assistants run out with 
the flag, which is a largo one, and after 
two or three attempts they could get it 
110 higher than half mast on account of 
the fury of the gale. The halyard was 
an old one, imhI fearing it would part 
With the severe strain, Keeper Cowan 
ordered them to cease and lo return tbe 
Mag to the watchman. 

That was the last they saw of the 
Matteawan. Tho failure to raise the 
Ik'ig above half mast was an ill omen. 
Whether any of the iMatteaWD.il crew 
noted the position of the Hag and com- 
mented on it will never be known.

'Humor has 
it that the position to which he will he 
named is that of Secretary of State, at 
presout held by Senator Scott, iwho may 
retire tfrora the government and the Sen- 
ate .to take Sir Oliver Mowat's plape as 
Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario. Sir 
Olivers term of office will expire in 
November next. We think the otllce of 
Secretary of State has Visually been held 
'by a senator. It. is one whose affairs 
do not usually call for much discussion 
on the floors of parliament. The objec- 
tion to giving a senator «uch a position 
ns the .Minister of Marine anil Fisheries 
is that the business of that department 
is of a kind that calls for more or less 
discussion every session, and it is de- 
sirable on that account to have the min- 
ister in the popular branch. As we 
Iniid some time ago, there is probably 
uo department, except that of Justice 
and that of the Secretary of State, in 
regard to which this is as little the case 
as that of .Marine and Fisheries, the 
business of which is very largely oi an 
expert nature. Since Confederation this 
department has always been presided 
overiby a member of the House of 'Com- 
mons, and we suppose it is unreasonable 
to expect Sir Wilfrid Lnttrier to make 
any ehajige in this respect. 

The acceptance, of Senator Temple- 
man as a cabinet minister by the Brit- 
ish Columbia delegation gives him a 
Position in the Liberal Party in this 
province wholly antagonistic to that to 
which the Vancouver convention named 
Mr. Joseph Martin. Senator Temple- 
man) Cabinet Minister, will hardly be 
classed as a, follower of 'Mr. Martin. 
On the other hand, be has- been recog- 
nized as a leader virtually by the Lib- 
eral members of Parliament. His party 
in this province will be very likely to do 
ns their representatives Qiave done.

The London Morning Post of the 2ptll 
nit. contains an interview with 'Mr. 
Turner. 'Agent-General of the Province, 
which we reproduce this morning. The 
(Post had a lending editorial on the in- 
terview on the following day, .mill this 
wo shall print tomorrow. The interview 
demonstrates the correctness of the 
choice of iMr. Turner as the representa- 
tive of the province in Great 'Britain, 
.and appearing In .such a paper as the 
Morning Post it will be certain to do a 
great dec/l of goou The Post circu- 
lates among the people from whom this 
province must expect investments. Its 
standing is of the highest. Among other 
thing* dealt with by iMr. Turner is the 
lina.iK-.ial position of the province. No 
\->ne understands this better than he, and 
now that he is oat of politics, his opinion 
•that rare are entitled to a more liberal 
expenditure from the iPoniinion on public 
works is entitled to special weight. Mr. 
Turner made an excellent point when 
lie mentioned that, whereas when the 
first 3 per cent. Joan was floated the rev- 
enue of the province was only JRfiOCOOO, 
it is now approaching .$1, 750,000. 

What Mr. Turner told the Post about 
the country likely to be shortly opened 
up by railways must have been quite 
a Tevelation to the readers of the Post. 
At .this time very great attention is toeing 
paid by the people of Great Britain to 
the possibilities for investment offered 
•by the colonies, anil Mr. Turner shows 
that we have both on Vancouver Island 
and on the Mainland of t.iie province vast 
regions fit for settlement and capital 
that only require better means of com- 
munication to become seats of industry. 
This is very timely information and can- 
not fail to nttntict the notice of the very 
class of people to whom the province 
must look for the development of its 
resources. 

•We are specially glad that iMr. Turner 
spoke of the expansion of trade on this 
Coast and made it clear that we do not 
feci in any way dependent u]>oii the 
United States, but on the contrary are 
in the field of commerce as the friendly 
rivals of that country. He nlso voiced 
the opinions of the people of the prov- 
ince when lie expressed his regret at 
the comparatively small share 'which the 
British people are' taking in building up 
this great province. lie might have 
drawn a sharp contrast between the de- 
gree of Interest the British people take 
in British Columbia and that which they 
'.niS(Uifest in foreign countries, in'ud often 
in regions where the conditions of life 
«rc exceedingly arduous, but it was 
■doubtless 'better not to do that. iKc did 
ix>int our. the favorable climate of the 
province and the readiness 'by which its 
vacant areas can be reached. The whole 
interview gives the .impression that Brit- 
ish Columbia; is a prosperous and pro- 
gressive province, that it is full of op- 
portunities for investment, that it is a 
goo, I place to live in ami that it is easily 
go! al. It shows that there are chances 
here lor the fanner as well as for the 
miner and the capitalist. This is the 
kind of information 'which tile people of 
British Columbia wish to see placed be- 
fore the people of the United Kingdom. 
The Post's editorial is of itself Very im- 
portant, possibly the most important 
'article that has' recently appeared in 
London dealing with this province, but 
Wu .shall reserve comments! upon it until 
tomorrow. At present we shrjl only 
.say that Mr. Turner lias certainly gone 
fo work the right way to make British 
Columbia known end we congratulate 
the province most heartily upon having 
iH> excellent a representative in London.

iSix lines of railway are now in course 
of construction from the coast of West 
Africa .towards interior points. By West 
A/frica is meant that part of the eon 
tincnt lying on the north short!, of the 
Gulf of Guinea, and extending around on 
the shore of the Atlantic as far as the 
country is occupied by (European pow 
ers. 'Three of these railways are being 
constructed in British territory and three 
in French territory. The iFronch rail- 
ways are to form part of a system to 
connect the coast with the Niger valley, 
and it is thought thn.t they will even- 
tually unite at a point from which a 
line .will be extended .across the Desert 
of Sahara to connect with the Algerian 
railways. The British roads cannot form 
one system, for the reason than they 
will :bo separated by foreign territory, 
but one of them, namely that from 'La- 
gos, iwill in the course of a few years 
be extended to Lake Tchad, which 
as every one knows, in the very heart 
of Central Africa. 

We should regard the construction of 
the line across the Sahara as exceeding- 
ly problematical, at least for a long 
time to come. It. would, if built, 
tend for fully a thousand miles across 
country that would yield very little .traf- 
fic, and it would be of no political im- 
portance. Prance - has no interests it 
the Niger valley that are threatened or 
are likely to be threatened by any one 
Xo 'Europea.n nation is likely ever to 
dispute 'with her the claim to the bin 
terland of Algeria, which includes the 
•western portion of the 'great desert. The 
•British line to Lake Tchad will run 
through a country which is certain to 
yield traffic, and steamers on the Lake 
will afford access to the densely popu- 
lated country lying between the Nile val- 
ley and the Lake itself. The chief value 
of the line will be commercial, for it ia 
not easy to see how any political com 
plications are likely to arise in the near 
future, at least, in that part of Africa 
The effect of these railways upon the 
vast region known ae West Africa must 
be profound. 



PIBINOE HENRY'S VISIT. 

'Prince Henry of Germany has set 
out on his visit to the United States 
If we may believe the despatches sent 
out by the Associated iPress, this is an 
ov)»i!t of tremendous importance. The 
number of things that have been sug- 
gested 'as likely to arise out. of it is al- 
most legion. It is regarded in some 
quarters in the United States as an in- 
dication that Germany is ready to ac- 
knowledge the republic as the premier 
nation of the world. In another quar- 
ter it is claimed that the Prince comes 
for the purpose of discussing wdtih Presi- 
dent (Roosevelt the desirability of bind- 
ing over the Philippines to Germany. 
Others say that he has come to pave the 
way for an understanding that will 
leave Germany free to coerce Venezuela 
and 'Brazil. Xo one in the United States 
seems to feel called upon to laeeept the 
only reason assigned in Germany* for 
the visit, namely that it is intended as 
an act of friendliness in a general way 
ami for no specific purpose whatever. 
Neither do our neighbors think it worth 
while to remember that princes do not 
personally carry on negotiations now- 
adays. The reception of the royal visi- 
tor -seems likely to be a very grand 
affair. This is as it ought to lie. 'Prince 
■Henry comes as the representative of the 
German CBinperor, and while a few wild- 
talking congressmen mnj - say unpleasant 
things about him, the disposition will 
be to accord to him that kind of wel- 
come to which such a visitor is entitled. 
The republic will lose nothing in self- 
respect nor in true democracy by greet- 
ing the 'Prince in the heartiest possible 
manner.

K ITOIIlOXIClfS PROGBiKSS. 

The work of wearing down the Boer 
guerilla forces is proceeding satisfac- 
torily to every one except the Boers 
themselves and their sympathizers. The 
latest despatches say that Steyn and 
Dowet cannot have with .them at pres- 
ent moro than five hundred men, and 
it is folly to call this an army. If our 
forces could manage to close upon this 
pnjrty, they .would very soon put an end 
to the war in' the Orange River Colony, 
Which is infested by this particular 
band. Dewet and Steyn are operating 
in the northeastern part of that colony, 
and they have a very considerable area, 
in which to move about. The row of 
blockhouses encloses the area on the 
Xorth, West and South. 'Hie eastern bor- 
der fronts on Basutoland. It is diffi- 
cult ,to see how the iBoens can long es- 
cape the concentrated attempts which 
Kitchener is said to be about to make. 

Conan Doyle in his history of thes 
Boer war lays much stress upon the 
inaction of General Bullet- after the re- 
lief of Ladysmith. It looks like hark- 
ing back a long way for reasons, hut 
no good cause has ever been given why 
•the force that was investing 'L'ajdysmith 
was allowed to get away practically un- 
molested. At one time it was so ex- 
posed that if Buller bad fallen upon its 
rear he could have greatly crippled it, 
ami hy so doing he would hojve mea- 
surably shortened the war. It was be- 
causo this force was allowed to escape 
practically intact, that a long series of 
operations was made necessr.ry in the 
eastern part of the Transvaal. Thus 
the objective of our army was divided, 
and the enemy was able to continue has 
resistance in the Orange River Colony, 
from which he might have been wholly 
driven, if Buller hiyl moved more 
promptly. At least that is the way the 
case looks to- an putsider, and at the 
fcimo cf Puller's retirement it was stated 
that his delay had seriously interfered 
with Lord Roberts' plans.

INSTRUCTION AND AMUSEMENT FOR 
BOYS. 

Sir,— In your Issue of Sunday last you 
follow up tin.- article as to what is the best 
means of keeping hoys out of the streets 
at night, and have suggested the establish- 
ment of athletic clubs, etc. The subject Is 
a most serious one, ns upon it depends, in 
a great measure, whether those boys will 
in the near future earn an honest living, 
or become petty thieves and eventuallv 
criminals. As a means of assisting in this 
Important work, I would like to suggest the 
establishment of a "Sailor Hoys' Brigade." 
with a regular place for driling. which 
might also be lifted up with: athletic ap- 
paratus and a reading room. It Is quite 
certain that the boys of this city and In 
fnct, all the coast cities, will take to this 
movement quite readily, as it Is not un- 
usual to sec youngsters take a few bits of 
wood and place them in a running stream 
for the purpose of racing tlieiu. This af- 
fords them grent pleasure, and after a 
while we find that these same boys have 
managed to design a little sloop or sailing 
ship, and the next move will find them 
sailing their 'little ship across a pond or 
lake, and so their ideas improve as time 
goes on. Such notions in the minds of 
boys go to show that' they have, an incli- 
nation for tho sea, just as Stephenson, 
the great inventor of the locomotive, when 
a boy. used to make models of a locomotive 
out of clay. Further proof of the tendency 
of the hoys on this coast for tho sea may 
be witnessed In the great pride a youngster 
shows in wearing the gnrh of a sailor hoy. 
Interest In this also continually Increases, 
as some will not lie satisfied until they 
have obtained the exact and complete regu- 
lation as Is used In the British Navy. 1 
have so fnr shown that the movement will 
he a popular one amongst the bovs, and 
will (now proceed to suggest how It might 
be brought about. We must first, of all 
raise a fund for thei purpose, possibly by 
a contribution from the provincial govern- 
ment and the city, and also hy subscrip- 
tion, then secure a' hall In which to drill 
in wet weather or at night, and last but 
not least; a naval Instructor The latter 
might he considered the most difficult to 
secure, but If the promoter* of the scheme 
were to keep In touch -with the Admiral of 
Ibis station.

a position. Tills instructor might also he 
engaged to drill the boys at the public 
schools, 1 ninny of which, of course, would 
belong to the brigade. Now for tho advan- 
tages of the scheme. First, wo should he 
keeping the boys out of mischief; secondly, 
teaching them discipline, and possibly lay- 
ing the foundation of their future life, and 
thirdly, opening up a new source from 
which to obtain seamen for the British 
merchant service anil the Royal Naval Re- 
serve. The mercantile marine is at the 
present time, composed of over half for- 
eigners, and should a naval war be de- 
clared, most of these would have to leave, 
as subjects of belligerents or neutrals. 
This question is a most serious one, and 
I am sure that all in sympathy with the 
movement, will thank you for having open- 
ed up the subject of boys mnnlnu- loose at 
night, as one thing leads to another. It 
Is hoped, 'Mr. Editor, that you will do your 
best to assist In bringing nbout the pro- 
posed scheme. I might state that the sub- 
ject has been under careful consideration 
for some time In England, and the people 
of Liverpool have already taken the matter 
in hand, and established a "seamen's school 
of Instruction for boys," both for the navy 
and merchant service.

CD'AJRCY THOMPSON iDEAD. 

He 'Was a Noted Zoologist and Well 
Known in British Columbia.. 

The death is announced from Lon- 
don, on February S, of Professor D'Arcy 
Thompson, who visited Victoria in 1807, 
witii 'Mr. John Maeoun, of Ottawa, as 
head of the commission of inquiry into 
the conditions of seal life in Bearing 
sea. He was a noted man in science, 
tnd was professor of zoology in Edin- 
burgh university. He spent two seasons 
in the study of seal life in the North.

'was at the time of his death professor 
of natural history at University college. 
Dundee. He was born, in Scotland of 
English parents.

RAILWAYS uVND ROAiDS. 
"There are," said Mr. Turner, "Jive- 
lincs mentioned in the Railway; Aid 
Act. These are (1) a railway from the 
,Coast, via 'Chilliwack and Hope, to the 
Midway, in the Boundary country; (2) 
a rnihvnv from the present terminus of 
the ■Esquimalt & Nauahnb railway to 
the northern end of Vancouver Island; 
13) a third from Hock (Creek to Vernon, 
to connect with the Shuswap and Okali- 
ngan country; (4) a fourth from Kiti- 
mnat, on the coast, to Hazelton; and (5) 
a fifth from Fort Steele to Golden. The 
companies receiving subsidies must 
agree to pav to the provincial govern- 
ment 2 per " cent, per annum for five 
years and 3 per cent, per annum sub- 
sequently of their gross earnings, to 
give absolute control of their freight 
and passenger rates, and to allow the 
province to acquire their railways at 
any time at a valuation to he determin- 
ed by arbitration. The companies are 
also required to prosecute their work 
of construction diligently and to the sat- 
isfaction of the Ijiputennnt-Govoriior-in- 
iCouucil. The lines -will open up huge 
tracts of farm lands, metalliferous 
nrea'sj and valuable timber limits, and 
their construction will give a great im- 
petus to business throughout the Do- 
minion as well as in the Province," 
INCREASE OF REVENUE. 
"The opening up oO'uneouver Island 
by n raihvav to the north end is," re- 
marked 'Mr. Turner, "of the utmost im 
portauco. Unprecedented mining de- 
velopments may be expected to follow. 
There is much land, loo, which could be 
brought under cultivation. In no part 
of the province is there so much timber 
wealth. The railway 'would pass through 
en forested districts which would pro- 
vide opportunities for the manufacture 
of wood pulp. The beneficial effect nf 
the establishment of such industries in 
a country at present practically waste 
would be felt throughout Canada. The 
proposed railway between Kitimaat and 
Hazelton is equally a necessity. It 
would pass through much agricultural 
land and form an outlet for a country 
rich in minerals which cannot now bo 
developed on account of the cost of 
transporting the requisite plant. The 
Rock Creek to Vernon Hue will bring 
the farmers of the Vernon district 
(where Lord Aberdeen's wonderful es- 
tate is situated) in connection with the 
developed mining centres of the south. 
It is, in fact, a continuation of the ex- 
isting branch from the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway main line to Vernon which 
was subsidized by the province. The 
other lines -will open up rich regions of 
the province. These additions to the 
railway system of British Columbia will 
bo rendered more useful by the making 
of new roads, without which the mines 
in a mountainous country cannot be 
profitably worked. Expenditure on 
roads has always profod a good invest- 
ment. Thus in 1S0O the revenue from 
the Kootenay was $50,000, and in IS!)!), 
Ihnnks mainlv to the roads, it had hi-

THE 'CLIMATE. 
In regard to the climate, Mr. Turner 
was content to remind one of the say- 
ing of the 'Morning Post correspondent, 
who followed the Ophir round the world 
and declared that England or Victoria, 
British Columbia, would be his choice of 
a pied-a-terre. Even in the Atlin coun 
try— the placer mines there are appar- 
ently approaching exhaustion, but there 
is endless scope for the more perman- 
ent form of mining known as hydran- 
licing— the climate is delightful, accord- 
ing to an English lady, who went in 
with Ihe rush, and. as a reward for her 
pluck in donning miner's boots, is now 
the owner of a large and prosperous ho- 
tel. In regard to the resources of the 
province, "it will sufUce to point out," 
said IMr. Turner, "that barely 10 per 
cent, of the total area is alienated in 
any way, anil with adequate railway 
facilities there is.no reason in the na- 
ture of things why the undeveloped 
areas of our vast territory— about 200.- 
000,000 acres — should not prove as rich 
and support as large a population as the 
developed districts or the Smith. 
Whether from the point of view of the 
miner, the farmer, the lumberman or 
fisherman, British ''Columbia has only 
been scratched as yet, When it is com- 
pletely opened up no state in the union 
will exceed it in point of prosperity. 
'Hitherto the provincial government has 
hastened slowly in the work of develop- 
ment, and even now has no intention of 
risking its credit by raeli venture's." 
THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 
"No province," continued Mr. Turner, 
"has done more for the success of con- 
federation, regarded as n business con- 
cern— and every government must be re- 
garded as such— than British Columbia. 
The revenue derived from duties paid 
by the inhabitants of the province 
amounts to $25. (17 per head— the per 
capita contribution of nil Canada is only 
$8.03— and between the year 1S72 and 
the present time the Dominion^ govern- 
ment has received $42,375,349 from Brit- 
ish Columbia, and has expended only 
$23,008,092 within its boundaries. It 
follows (hat we have repaid every farth- 
ing ever received from the Dominion 
treasury, even if the entile cost of the 
Canadian Pacific railway and its 
branches be included in the account. We 
are therefore justified in asking the T)o- 
minlfjii government for a more liberal 
expenditure on public work., in our to"- 
ritory. In the past oilr Voting snv-.-.gth 
in Ottawa lias been so small in conv>iri- 
S01I with that of Ontario and Qr< 
that we have not been able to conisnanil 
our fair share of attention, but' th 
growth of our population and of our vns. 
wealth during the past 10 years has Jicen 
so great that it is no longer possible to 
neglect us.'' 

POPIJI.ATIO.s* OF TTIF PROVINCE. 

"In 1801 the population of the prov- 
ince was 98,000. According to the cen- 
sus returns of 1901 it exceeds 200,000, 
sV> that the portion nf the annual subsidy 
derived from the per cariirn grnnt will 
be increased by about $80,000, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions of the ar- 
rangement under which British Colum- 
bia entered confederation. This will 
brine the total annual grnnt from the 
'Dominion to over $1:00,000, and provide 
a good security for our small public 
debt of $0,000,000. every penny of which 
iias boon snout to good purpose. Time 
was when British Columbia paid 4 or 
~> per cent, for money: now we can bor- 
row nt H per cent. We hope shortly to 
obtain the advantage of the Colonial 
Stock Act, under "which trtisttces are per- 
mittoi?, to invest in 'certain 'colonial se- 
curities. The greater 'portion" of our jr-w 



dreds of miles through country which 
has no population. If, on the other 
hand, it comes down to the coast, it 
will open up the Cariboo region— a min- 
ing section tjof first-rate importance— and 
also the best stock-raising district in the 
the province. It will eventually reach 
several prosperous cities, from all of 
which it will receive passengers anil 
goods traffic. Sir William Van Home, 
the late general manager of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, once told me that 
the increase in the volume of provincial 
business resulting from the construction 
of this road would soon compensate his 
company for whatever freight might at 
first be lost, while Mr. Shnuglinessy, the 
present manager, doubtless thinks as bis 
predecessor thought. An interesting 
parallel might be found in the ease of 
tin? proposed trans-Isthmian canal, the 
building of which is opposed by a few 
short-sighted persons in San Francisco. 
They think that the momentary loss of 
a certain amount of transcontinental 
trallic will be permanent, They caunol 
or will nut see that the enormous ex- 
pansion of trade jn the Pacific following 
the cutting through of the Isthmus will 
soon make good this loss, and in the end 
raise San Francisco to a position equal 
to that of the great United States ports 
on the Atlantic seaboord." 
KEEPING THE MONEY IN TIIE 

FAMILY. 
"The cities on the British Columbian 
coast," IMr. Turner holds, "will certainly 
obtain as largo a proportion of the bene- 
fits arising from that coining expansion 
of trade as San Francisco or Seattle, 
oar near neighbors. Already we are 
gradually obtaining the lion's share of 
the trade -with Alaska and Yukon. But 
for the very high rates charged by the 
White Pass & Yukon railway, the Am- 
ericans would have done much less of 
Yukon trade than they have been do- 
ing. As it was. owing to the fact that 
more than $'100 a ton was charged on 
freight passing in ovy that railway, a 
marvelous triumph of modern engineer- 
ing, the American transportation com- 
panies were able to compete by shipping 
in machinery and supplies by the long 
ocean and river route. Though we are 
on the very best terms with our Ameri- 
can neighbors, it is not our policy to 
build no their cities at the cost of our 
own. The erection of smelters and the 
extension of our railway system will en- 
able us to enjoy the full profits of our 
mines, and. as it were, will keen the 
money in the family. The truth is that 
we can get nlong wi^'mit the American 
rifles, but in one essentia] m!lr ter, the 
supply of good coking coal, thev are 
more or less dependent on us. We used 
to "be content to sell them coal, but now 
thai the number of cooking ovens in the 
province has largely increased WO .ire 
sending them a fine quality' of coke, 
equal for smelting purposes to English 
or Welsh. Our great COttl mines— I 
know one that is raising 1.000 tons a 
dav, and could easily raise iri.OOO tons, 
though it has only been in operation for 
three years— nut us in a -position which 
is not enjoyed by any other country on 
the Pe.crac/

'Mr. Turner had much to say of those 
who have done the snnde work (literally 
of iii the. souse of the term favored by 
Lord Kosebery) of developing the re- 
sources of the province. During 40 
years' experience of men and matters 
in the 'Empire's chief, foothold on tho 
Pacific; 'Mr. Turner has met many of 
those indefatigable explorers to whom 
we owe our .preliminary assay map of 
British Columbia and the Far North.
